Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-91,231-234,243,244,249,252,254,255,260,261,264,265,268,270- 
272,276-278, drawn to an anhydrous composition, classified in class 424,
